Friends  from  early  days  have  circulated 
Advices  to  encourage  Meetings  and  individual 
members  to  be  faithful  to  the  Light  within.  Meet- 
ings are  urged  to  read  the  following  Advices  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  perhaps  in  connection 
with  related  Queries.  Friends  are  reminded  that 
the  words  of  the  Elders  of  Balby,  who,  in  1656, 
first  circulated  Advices,  apply  to  the  following 
Advices  and  also  to  the  Queries:  “These  things 
we  do  not  lay  upon  you  as  a rule  or  form  to  walk 
by,  but  that  all  with  the  measure  of  light  which 
is  pure  and  holy  may  be  guided,  and  so  in  the 
light  walking  and  abiding  these  may  be  fulfilled 
in  the  Spirit,  not  from  the  letter,  for  the  letter 
killeth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life.” 

Our  concern  is  to  be  open  to  the  Spirit  work- 
ing within  us.  All  aspects  of  life  are  holy; 
distinct  lines  cannot  be  drawn  between  secular 
and  religious  activities.  When  we  are  sensitive 
to  the  Holy  Spirit,  those  things  which  seemed  to 
pull  us  apart  are  harmonized  in  a new  life.  In  our 
search  for  inner  peace,  we  are  reborn  through  the 
power  of  God.  Guided  by  the  Light  of  Christ,  we 
can  effectively  serve  our  fellow  men. 

Our  daily  lives  should  be  linked  with  the 
meeting  for  worship,  the  meeting  for  worship 
with  our  daily  lives.  In  worship,  our  bodies  and 
minds  are  refreshed  in  the  life  of  the  Spirit.  Wor- 
shipping God  together,  we  strengthen  one  an- 
other. In  speech  or  in  silence,  each  person 
contributes  to  the  meeting.  It  may  be  our  lot  at 
times  to  be  uncomfortable,  so  that  we  may  ex- 
perience those  things,  hard  or  easy,  which  can 
increase  our  faith.  Those  who  feel  led  to  speak 
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should  do  so  clearly  and  briefly.  When  another 
speaks,  we  should  listen,  not  in  a critical  atti- 
tude, but  with  an  open  spirit,  seeking  the  thought 
behind  , the  words  and  holding  the  speaker  in 
love.  A message  which  does  not  answer  one 
person’s  need  may  be  helpful  to  another.  After  a 
message  has  been  given.  Friends  should  allow 
time  to  ponder  its  meaning  and  to  search  them- 
selves before  another  speaks.  At  all  times 
Friends  should  be  obedient  to  the  Spirit. 

Different  ways  of  understanding  the  divine 
life  may  occur  among  us.  These  differences 
should  not  be  ignored  for  the  sake  of  a super- 
ficial unity.  They  should  be  recognized  and 
understood,  so  that  a deeper  and  more  vital  unity 
can  be  reached.  Convictions  which  might  divide 
or  disrupt  a Meeting  can,  through  God’s  grace, 
help  to  make  it  creative  and  strong.  In  the  Light 
there  is  unity.  Friends  should  keep  faith  and 
fellowship  with  each  other,  waiting  in  the  Light 
for  that  unity  which  draws  them  together  in  the 
love  and  power  of  God, 

All  the  living  we  do  with  our  children  is  re- 
ligious teaching.  Our  first  concern  is  to  live  in 
the  assurance  that  our  children,  with  ourselves, 
are  children  of  God.  Trust,  rather  than  fear,  will 
light  their  way  into  the  knowledge  and  love  of 
God.  The  Bible  and  other  Christian  and  religious 
literature  are  the  rightful  heritage  of  all  our 
children.  We  must  help  them  enter  into  this 
heritage.  Yet  the  written  word  will  have  little 
meaning  unless  it  leads  to  an  understanding  of 
personal  religious  experience,  which  is  the  work 
of  the  Spirit  behind  the  word.  As  individuals  and 
families  and  as  a Meeting,  by  counsel  and  ex- 
ample, we  must  show  our  children  that  our  search 
for  Truth  involves  every  aspect  of  life.  The 
Meeting  can  only  support,  not  replace,  the  family 
in  the  care  of  our  children.  Parents  should  make 
sure  that  their  commitments  outside  the  home  do 
not  encroach  upon  the  time  and  loving  attention 
their  children  need.  Yet  every  member  of  the 
Meeting  should  in  some  measure  assume  respon- 
sibility for  the  care  of  the  children  in  the  Meet- 
ing.  If  this  spirit  of  common  concern  is  present, 
our  children  will  gain  a sense  of  belonging  to 
the  larger  community,  and  be  able  to  face  the 
mystery  of  life  with  wonder  and  trust,  knowing 
that  they  are  surrounded  by  love. 
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Our  need  for  love  and  care  and  our  response 
to  this  need  in  others  make  up  a rich  part  of  our 
lives.  In  an  exchange  truly  grounded  in  love, 
each  of  us  finds  himself  to  be  both  giver  and 
receiver.  Pride  or  fear  may  keep  us  from  accept- 
ing the  love  and  care  of  God  and  of  our  fellow 
men.  Comfort  and  self-centeredness  may  blind 
us  to  the  needs  of  others.  May  we  learn  to  listen 
to  one  another  with  openness  of  heart  and  in 
good  faith.  We  should  be  aware  that  an  expressed 
want  may  cover  a deeper  need  that  is  unex- 
pressed. All  of  us  have  untapped  resources  of 
love,  which  we  should  use  with  tenderness  and 
wisdom. 

Our  concern  for  the  outward  order  of  society 
grows  out  of  the  needs  of  our  inner  lives.  We 
cannot  be  easy  in  our  own  lives  when  others 
suffer  want  and  injustice.  Our  own  salvation 
often  lies  in  assuming  the  burdens  of  others. 
We  are  glad  for  the  part  we  have  in  shaping  the 
laws  of  our  country;  we  should  do  all  we  can  to 
see  that  these  laws  serve  God’s  purposes.  When 
confronted  by  a law  of  the  state  which  appears 
to  be  contrary  to  the  divine  law,  we  must  con- 
sider carefully  what  our  course  should  be.  Before 
reaching  a decision,  we  should  counsel  with  our 
family,  our  Meeting,  and  other  persons  who  may 
be  affected  by  our  decision.  If  our  decision  in- 
volves disobedience  to  law,  we  should  make  the 
grounds  of  our  action  clear  to  all  concerned.  If 
there  are  penalties,  we  should  suffer  them  with- 
out evasion.  Those  who  suffer  for  conscience’s 
sake  deserve  our  support.  Our  aim  should  be  the 
building  of  a social  order  which  works  toward 
the  kingdom  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

While  our  deeds  should  witness  to  our  faith, 
we  should  be  glad  to  tell  in  words  the  faith  that 
is  in  us.  We  seek  fellowship  with  others  of  our 
own  faith  and  with  all  men  in  trying  to  realize 
the  brotherhood  of  man.  We  are  aware  that  Truth 
is  greater  than  the  knowledge  which  any  of  us 
have  of  Truth.  W'e  pray  that  we  may  grow  in  the 
Truth  which  can  make  all  men  free. 

Marriage  is  a continuing  sacrament.  In  mar- 
riage and  family  life,  the  pursuit  of  self-centered 
happiness  must  give  way  to  the  greater  happi- 
ness of  concern  for  others.  Marriage  in  all  its 
aspects  should  be  an  expression  of  deep 
emotional  and  spiritual  unity.  The  experiences 
of  marriage  may  bring  anguish  as  well  as  joy, 
but  with  God’s  guidance,  these  experiences 
should  lead  to  a deepened  relationship,  fuller 
understanding,  and  greater  capacity  to  love  and 
share. 

From  earliest  days.  Friends  have  cherished 
the  value  of  simplicity.  Simplicity  shows  itself 
in  sincerity.  It  is  a life  and  speech  of  integrity, 
free  of  sham  and  artificiality,  unencumbered  by 
unnecessary  things  and  excessive  activity. 
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Christian  simplicity  seeks  first  of  all  the  king- 
dom of  God.  Writing  of  simplicity,  Thomas  Kelly 
reminds  us:  “Life  is  meant  to  be  lived  from  a 
Center,  a divine  Center...  a life  of  unhurried 
peace  and  power.  It  is  simple.  It  is  serene.  ...  It 
takes  no  time,  but  it  occupies  all  our  time.” 

War  is  contrary  to  the  will  of  God  and  the 
spirit  of  Jesus.  It  denies  that  which  we  value 
most,  our  regard  for  that  of  God  in  all  men.  We 
cannot  overcome  evil  with  evil,  but  only  with 
good.  While  we  must  refuse  to  join  in  actions 
which  lead  to  destruction  and  death,  we  should 
seek  ways,  in  times  of  violence  and  war  as  in 
other  times,  to  cooperate  in  work  to  save  life 
and  strengthen  the  bonds  of  brotherhood.  We 
should  help  to  build  the  institutions  of  peace. 
Our  witness  against  war  and  for  peace  must  be 
nourished  at  all  times  by  peace  within  ourselves, 
the  peace  which  comes  from  God.

You  and  I belong  to  all 
that  is!  Negroes,  Mexicans,  Chinese,  Hungarians, 
Indians,  Germans,  Italians,  Catholics,  Jews, 
Presbyterians,  Mormons:  all  are  my  neighbors. 
If  I really  loved  myself  enough  to  see  clearly 
the  un-common  sense  Jesus  saw,  I would  eagerly 
work  for  all  the  needy  and  suffering  among  all 
these  neighbors,  that  they  might  begin  to  have 
all  the  opportunities  and  privileges  I have  long 
known.

Here  we  have  an  absorbing  report  on  a variety 
of  marine  creatures  and  plants  which  claimed  the 
attention  of  Floyd  Schmoe  and  his  family  during 
a sojourn  among  the  San  Juan  Islands  of  Puget 
Sound. 

Projected  against  a backdrop  of  the  cosmic 
mysteries  that  surround  life,  the  book  makes  us 
acutely  aware  of  the  orderliness  as  well  as  the 
confusion  that  appears  to  govern  the  operations 
of  our  natural  world.  As  a man  of  science,  the 
author  keeps  his  descriptions  within  a disci- 
plined pattern  of  biological  accuracy;  and,  by 
including  kinfolk  as  fellow  explorers,  provides 
a broader  base  for  human  reactions.  A number  of 
delightful  comparisons  point  up  similarities  be- 
tween modern  man  and  inhabitants  of  the  sea.  We 
are  also  reminded  of  the  peace  and  serenity  that 
come  from  balance  and  harmony.  Augmented  by 
generous  inclusion  of  photographs,  drawings  and 
maps,  the  word  pictures  possess  vitality  and 
strength.  And  in  making  philosophic  comment, 
the  writer’s  reflections  reveal  spiritual  content 
which  is  free  from  dogma  and  arbitrary  con- 
clusion. 

As  one  who  reads  for  pleasure  as  well  as 
inspiration,  this  reviewer  is  also  grateful  for  the 
inclusion  of  small  moments  that  reflect  the  in- 
timate joy  of  everyday  living.  For  instance,  who 
can  ever  forget  the  heartwarming  account  of  a 
sturdy  friendship  which  developed  between 
granddaughter  Susan  and  a lame  gull  called 
Gimpy? 

Our  horizons,  as  Quakers  and  lovers  of  life, 
should  be  enlarged  by  this  testament  of  a Friend 
who  has  approached  his  subject  with  genuine 
love  for  nature  and  man.  _ KELLY

FRIENDLY  VISITORS  PROGRAM 

The  account  below  illustrates  the  ways  in  which  some 
Friends  are  answering  the  question  in  Eubanks  Carsner  s 
commentary. 

The  Friendly  Visitors  Program  of  the  Pasa- 
dena Area  Council  of  Churches  began  in  mid- 
1960.  Out  of  it  developed  the  Mothers’  Club,  a 
project  which  has  engaged  the  participation  of 
individual  members  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting 
and  the  interest  of  the  Meeting  as  a whole. 
The  program,  including  the  Mothers’  Club,  began 
as  an  attempt  to  help  families  of  prisoners,  but 
reached  out,  as  needs  indicated,  to  include 
families  where  the  father  was  absent  for  other 
reasons  also.  The  Mothers’  Club,  which  began 
on  a once-a-week  basis,  now  meets  three  times 
weekly  at  the  Orange  Grove  Meetinghouse.  A 
Tutoring  Project  (begun  in  September,  1963) 
was  the  obvious  next  step  necessary  to  meet 
the  needs  of  families  if  old  social  and  economic 
patterns  are  to  be  changed. 

In  the  months  ahead,  the  new  Civil  Rights 
Bill  will  need  all  manner  of  implementation 
which  should  not  be  left  to  government  and  law 
agencies  alone.  In  responding  to  the  racial  con- 
flicts that  are  tearing  our  area  apart,  we  believe 
one  important  answer  is  the  face-to-face  encoun- 
ter in  a group  situation  — such  as  the  Mothers’ 
Club,  Nursery  School,  Tutoring  Program  — where 
fears  and  suspicions  of  a different  race  or  social 
status  may  be  diminished.  Negroes,  Asians, 
Mexicans  and  Caucasians  sharing  their  joys  and 
burdens  through  the  common  denominator  of  their 
children,  seems  a promising  undertaking.

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MISSISSIPPI  PROJECT 

The  Social  Order  Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  has  been  carrying  out  in  a variety  of 
ways  the  PYM  minute  on  cooperation  with  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings  in  their 
concern  about  the  burned  churches  in  Missis- 
sippi. 

We  have  kept  closely  in  touch,  week  by  week, 
with  Ross  Flanagan  and  Lawrence  Scott  as  they 
have  worked  with  local  Negro  and  white  religious 
leaders  in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Larry  has  been 
asked  by  a joint  committee  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings  to  “represent  the 
continuing  concern  of  Friends  in  these  and  other 
Yearly  Meetings  for  the  reconstruction  of  burned 
churches  and  the  reconciliation  of  racial  ten- 
sions in  Mississippi.”  He  will  reside  in  Jack- 
son,  Mississippi  for  the  next  six  months,  where 
he  will  lend  Friends’  assistance  to  the  Missis- 
sippi Committee  of  Concern  and  coordinate  all 
Quaker  efforts  in  behalf  of  church  reconstruction. 

Herbert  Foster  (Santa  Cruz  Meeting)  was  re- 
leased by  the  PYM  Social  Order  Committee  to 
join  Ross  Flanagan  in  Jackson  from  August  24 
to  September  1.  The  purpose  of  his  visit  was  to 
discover  ways  of  assisting  in  the  rebuilding  of 
Negro  churches.  In  his  report.  Herb  says:  “To 
resolve  these  tremendous  tensions  creatively  is 
a task  that  stands  before  us  as  clearly  as  few 
others  have.  . . . Can  we  find  the  wisdom  and 
courage  to  bring  a truly  creative  non-violence 
into  this  setting  in  the  form  of  our  persons?” 
(For  copies  of  the  complete  report,  write  the 
Chairman  of  the  Social  Order  Committee.) 
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The  Social  Order  Committee  has  recruited  a 
four-man  team  from  the  San  Francisco  area  under 
the  leadership  of  John  Levy  (San  Francisco 
Meeting)  to  work  with  Larry  Scott,  They  are 
helping  put  up  a temporary  structure  for  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Church  near 
Jackson. 

We  will  have  a report  from  them  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  Bulletin  and  more  details  on  what 
individual  Friends  can  do.  Part  of  their  first 
report  reads: 

“Next  project  is  another  temporary  structure 
for  the  Cedar  Grove  Baptist  Church  (strong  civil 
rights  area)  near  Canton.  We’ll  do  some  on  that 
this  week  and  then  have  a big  work  day  with 
church  members  next  Saturday.  Also  plan  to  help 
out  there  with  clearing  up  the  debris  and  founda- 
tion from  the  fire. 

“We’re  also  involved  in  quite  a bit  of  talking 
to  people,  white  and  Negro,  visiting  and  investi- 
gating burned  churches,  etc.  Seem  to  have  a real 
reconciling  function  here,  in  a small  way,  in 
helping  community  develop  and  proceed  between 
people  who  are  really  out  of  touch  with  each 
other.  Have  met  many  wonderful  people,  of  both 
races,  who  are  really  trying  to  improve  a most 
difficult  and  painful  situation.  Haven’t  yet  met 
any  violent  or  hating  people  — good  people  try- 
ing to  live  in  a society  that  is  warped  and  sick. 

“AH  of  us  feel  good  about  being  here  — it 
seems  right  and  there  is  a real  job  for  us.  . . . 
There  will  always  be  work  for  reconciling  type 
people  to  do  here,  and  as  long  as  Larry  Scott  is 
here  to  coordinate  Quaker  efforts,  they  should  be 
encouraged  to  come,  in  small  groups  by  car,  and 
do  what  they  can.” 

Needs  include:  (1)  $500  for  purchasing  and 
installing  a piano,  pulpit,  hymn  books  and  other 
equipment  for  these  two  churches;  (2)  money  for 
the  expenses  of  Herb  Foster’s  trip,  for  the  pres- 
ent team  there,  and  for  others  that  will  be  going; 
and  (3)  names  of  anyone  interested  in  going  to 
Mississippi  during  the  next  six  months,  for  at 
least  ten  days  to  two  weeks.  Carpentry  and 
masonry  skills  are  secondary  to  the  desire  and 
ability  to  go  with  a reconciling  spirit.

ON  YEARLY  MEETING 

This  Yearly  Meeting  was  a happy  one,  warm 
in  fellowship;  the  children  had  an  unusually 
meaningful  and  productive  program;  there  was 
for  the  first  time,  a significant  group  of  college- 
age  Young  Friends  who  had  a real  impact  on  our 
sessions  and  fellowship  groups.  Beneath  our 
gaity,  however,  lay  serious  acceptance  of  the 
burdens  laid  upon  us:  our  failure  to  keep  up  what 
we  had  so  bravely  begun  — the  sponsorship  and 
support  of  the  Friend  in  Washington;  and  the 
need  to  search  our  hearts  about  our  economic 
practices  and  their  relationship  to  our  Quaker 
principles.  We  engaged  in  the  usual  “loving 
struggle”  over  comparatively  minor  matters,  but 
in  many  ways  the  business  was  conducted  more 
smoothly  than  ever  before.  At  the  same  time 
that  there  was  less  “haggling”  in  public,  there 
was  some  sense  of  disappointment  that  many 
Friends  with  significant  contributions  were  hes- 
itant to  make  them  in  the  press  of  time,  whereas 
some  more  vocal  Friends  spoke  frequently.  The 
new  procedure  for  writing  the  Epistle  functioned 


well,  and  the  Epistle  does  represent  not  only 
the  skill  of  the  committee  but  the  fundamental 
exercise  of  the  Meeting.

LETTER  FROM  INDIA 

It  is  good  to  get  the  regular  if  somewhat  late 
news  from  the  Bulletin  here  in  India.  The  June 
issue  came  only  this  week  (September  9),  but  the 
report  from  Latin  America  by  Howard  Richards 
was  most  timely,  for  the  facts  presented  sound 
just  like  India ! 

My  own  purpose  here  in  India  goes  back  a 
few  years  in  American  peace  thinking  to  the 
fallout  shelter  craze  which  was  much  in  Friends’ 
minds  at  Santa  Barbara  four  Yearly  Meetings 
ago.  One  alternative  suggested  by  the  Fellow- 
ship of  Reconciliation  was  to  put  an  equivalent 
amount  into  a “Shelters  for  the  Shelterless” 
program.  Some  of  these  funds  are  now  going  into 
village  houses  of  mud,  rock  and  brick  for  the 
near-shelterless  (and  in  some  cases  literally  so) 
Tamil  Indians.  Costs  run  about  60<^  per  square 
foot  of  inside  and  veranda  floor  area.  I can  high- 
ly recommend  this  project  to  Friends. 

Few  people  have  come  to  southern  India 
as  well  “acclimated”  as  I,  perhaps,  since  the 
weather  and  scenery  are  close  to  my  own  South- 
ern California.  I was  also  acclimated  in  terms  of 
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food:  hot  Mexican-type  foods,  vegetarian  diet, 
etc.  Although  far  from  a big  city,  we  can  get 
eggs,  bread,  milk,  potatoes,  and  other  “Western” 
items  to  supplement  the  rice  routine  of  the  na- 
tive Indians. 

My  own  work  here  draws  to  a close  this 
month,  after  a year-and-a-half,  and  I sail  from 
Bombay  on  October  24.  I have  missed  three 
Yearly  Meetings  consecutively  now,  and  look 
forward  to  attending  in  1965,  and  to  meeting  with 
Claremont  Meeting  once  again.

ON  SINGING  IN  MEETING 

I have  heard  much  talk  and  discussion,  most 
of  it  negative,  about  singing  and  the  Meeting  for 
Worship.  While  it  is  true  that  “silent”  Meetings 
for  Worship  have  not  traditionally  had  nlusic  or 
singing  in  them,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  should 
be  judged  by  the  same  standards  by  which  we 
accept  or  reject  other  forms  of  worshipful  ex- 
pression. I have  been  in  Meetings  wherein  ac- 
cepted and  weighty  Friends  spoke  regularly  each 
First  Day  morning,  during  Meeting,  almost  with- 
out fail.  I have  heard  people  recite  poems  regu- 
larly in  Meeting.  I have  heard  quotes  of  others, 
clippings,  books  and  pamphlets  read  from  during 
Meeting,  Each  of  these  activities  is,  to  the 
person  engaged  in  them,  presumably  his  best 
way  of  expressing  his  message;  each  is  presum- 
ably motivated  by  that  individual’s  inner  light, 
I cannot  always  agree  with  the  meaning  of  the 
words,  or  sometimes  with  the  clocklike  regu- 
larity with  which  they  come,  but  I have  been 
taught  to  recognize  each  as  being  an  accepted 
form  of  expression  within  which  we  Friends 
operate,  and  to  accept  it  in  that  manner.  Why 
then  can  we  not  accept  an  expression  which 
uses  the  medium  of  music  in  a similar  way, 
applying  to  it  the  same  standards  as  we  do  to 
the  others?

How  can  we  influence 
young  people  away  from  violence?  The  presi- 
dential election  now  being  carried  on  in  the  U.  S. 
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was  compared  to  a frenzied  tribal  dance.  Hope- 
lessness can  conquer  good  if  allowed  to  con- 
tinue. There  is  darkness  as  George  Fox  saw  it 
in  life,  but  we  must  see  the  darkness  in  our- 
selves and  combat  it  in  practical  ways.  Say  ‘no’ 
to  violence,  but  say  ‘yes’  to  brotherhood.
